“The board is now' provided with 
Hhc most com plete and m odern appa- 
artus for fum igating prem ises where 
infectious diseases have existed. All

“During the year there have been 
reported to this departm ent 61 cases 
of measles, .33 cases of scarlet fever, 
34 of diphtheria.

“Some agitation has been started in 
regard to the milk supplied to the 
city.

that East Liverpool, when compared

to climatic changes, rather

my local cause. 
The board, with the means at its 
' 'mmand, has made every effort to 
prevent the 
spread of disease, and 
the results have been satisfying. The 
funds provided for the sanitary work 
in the city are not large, but notwith- 
-tanciing the board has endeavored to 
• best of its ability to enforce tv- 
* ry rule and take every step that 
would in any way add to the general 
iv awfulness of the city. The officers 
et the board have faithfully performed 
r duties, and there has not been a 
complaint filed by residents that has 
not been carefully investigated

ble.

with pleasure that we note that coun­ 
cil during the past year took up the 
question of paving these thorough­ 
fares, and during the year a num ber! 
of them were paved. 
This is as 
it 
should be. and no better step toward 
settling this question could have been 
taken. The alleys in the city are now 
in a better sanitary condition than 
they have ever been, and the officers 
of the board, in conjunction with the 
street commissioner, will use every 
endeavor to keep them til is way. 
“The sanitary policeman has made

“Some agitation has been started in 
regard to the milk supplied to the 
city.

E N G L A N D ’S N A V A L C O N T R A C T . 
As an argum ent in favor of pressing 
the work on our new naval vessels, if 
America is to take its proper rank 
among the powers of the world, ft is, 
pointed out that the European nations I 
are building ships at a great 
rate. 
England has a larger contract in the 
way of naval construction on its hands 
at this moment than it has ever had 
in the past. According to the present 
program. $45,000,000 is being expend­ 
ed for the construction of new ves­ 
sels. and many thousands of men are 
to be added to the marine force. 
Once it was England’s aim to be as 
powerful ou the water as all the other 
great nations of Europe in combina­ 
tion. The increase in naval strength 
by France, Russia and Germany in re­ 
cent years has destroyed all possibil­ 
ity of this sort, and tho utmost that 
England can hope to do in this direc­ 
tion now is to keep ahead of any two 
of her rivals. Even this is a task of 
great difficulty in the present era of 
rapid naval construction among the 
great powers.

No Authoritative Information.
